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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The status of the application cited in the cross reference to related application section on 
page 1 of the specification should be updated. 



2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .32 1 (c) or 1 .32 1 (d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement.

3 . Claims 1 ,2,9, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 6, 1 7 and 1 8 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-22 of U.S. Patent No. 7,156,1 16. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because they are claiming a common cushion filter. For example, claims 1-4 of the patent 
clearly recite the same cushion filter receiving a signal sample (a process variable signal), 
identifying a bias associated with the sample (see claim 2) and outputting the expected value 
combined with a portion of the bias based at least partially on a size of the cushion (see claim 2), 
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and identifying the expected value for a signal sample by using a model (see claims 3 and 4). 
Therefore the invention of 1,2,9,10,1 1,16,17 and 18 are anticipate by, and thus obvious over the 
claims of the patent. 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1-9 and 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

claims 1-2 and 17-22 is clearly directed to a computer related invention for performing 
calculation. In order for such a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must 
accomplish a practical application. That is the claimed invention must transform an article or 
physical object to a different state or thing, or produce a useful, concrete and tangible result. 
State Street, 149 F.3d at 1373-74, 47 USPQ2d at 1601-02. Also see "Interim Guidelines for 
Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject Matter Eligibility", OG Notices: 22 
November 2005. It is clear from claims 1-2 and 17-22 that the claims merely involve 
calculations and manipulations of data in performing calculations. The claimed invention does 
not transform an article or physical object to a different state or thing. The inputs are numbers 
and the output are also numbers. The result produced by the invention is merely numerical 
values without a practical application recited in the claims to make the result useful, concrete and 
tangible. Therefore, the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter for failing 
to accomplish a practical application. 
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Note that claims 1-9 and 17-22 although recite receiving a sample of signal being filtered, 
the claims do not recite the invention for filtering a signal, therefore lack a practical application. 

6. Claims 12-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 07/30/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the reason set forth in the rejections.
